Pending preparations of 
the formal statement, a recess was 
t.iken. 

lliotiius disturbances broke out about 
noon- .\ crowd boarded a W'aiie I'lirk 
avenue ci(r near Lindiis anil Annal 
aveiuies, and beat (he non-union miitor- 
niiin into inseusiliility. Tiie comluctor 
ilescrted his car and Ued. Another Wade 
I^nrk avenue care wis stoned, and one 
on Euclid aveiino was attacked. JIany 
women were on l>ourd and cried with 
terror n» tlie Htones crashed through the 
windows. 

At file corner of 'Wilson nvenue and 
Quincy street one nwin was shot and 
others had a narrow osciipe. 'Hie pas- 
sengers esctiped as best tliey could wlieii 
the stoiH-s began to tly, luit tlio con- 
ductor and niotorinaii were struel; re- 
peatedly. The latter drew a revolver 
.•mil liriil tliree times into the <riowil. 
He then put on all speed and ran liis ear 
out of the mob's reach. (Jeorge Herg. 
.Ir., a striking cinnlnctor, was hit in th.e 
leg liy a bullet. No arrests were iiiinle. 

'I'lie crew of one <-ar were liailly licaleii 
by ten men at 11 ;i. m. The car was 
on its way down town. At A\'ilsoii nve- 
nue line man got on, and at every crnss- 
ing thereafter one or two more Iiiell 
lior.rileil the car, until there were tea 
passengers. ^\'llile Harry C. Clark, the 
conductor, was taking up fares he Avas 
struck on the bead from heliiiiil with a 
coupling lun 111 Ilie hniuis ot ono of the 
pass<ii;:eis. Several of tlie other men 
then jiiiiipcil on liiiii tiiid pmindcii hini 
into inseusiliility. Tlio others turned 
their attention ti> the motoniiiin, .lolin 
('hirk. He was bit on the head and 
hiMly, ami sank to the floor in an uncon- 
scious ciiiidition. At Hackmtin street 
the men all left the car. A block fur- 
ther Clark recoveretl sufficiently to shut 
off' the current and bring the car to a 
stop. After a (diort wait it was run 
back to the barn. Both men were badly 
hurt.

Ottawa, Juno 20.— Dr. Bethune's flop 

to the Liberal side was brought up to-diiy 
by Hector McDougall and caused an 
animated discussion. Dr. Bethane said 
he had gone over to the government side 
because ho liked it better.

And it is througli 
tlic efforts of such men, seconded by 
the willingness of the great majority of 
employers to do what ia right, that 
much of the iinproveineut, in the condi- 
tion oC the working dassL'S is due. Tlie 
rundaineiUal fallacy of tlie resolutions 
adopted al Silverton is that capital is 
hostile to labor, to use the jargon of tlio 
agitators, No such hostility exists. 
The large majority of those who are in 
a position to employ otliers are willing 
to 'pay a good day's wage for a good 
day's work. We do not cJaiui that tiiis 
was always the case. We do uoL claim 
thut even now it is universally the case, 
but we say it is the rule, and thai the 
grasping, grinding einiiloyer, who oii- 
proHses his workinguieu and s(iueexes 
their wages down to the lowest fraction 
is the exception. Times have greatly 
ciiauged in the hist fifty years. The 
uiillioitaircs of fi;-day, and certainly Uie 
large employers of labor, are in the 
ittttjority of cases themsclvef. graduates 
from the school of the workingmun; 
tliey know from iiersonal e.\:iH'rienco the 
vforUingnian'.s iieeils; lliey can sniyiia- 
Ibi/.e with hini. in Ids aspirations. 

due of the positions tiiken in tlie reso- 
biliuiis is that the rate of wages cau \»- 
'moreasiHl by shortening the hours of 
toil. On the very face of it this state- 
iiU'iiL is an absardity, because sborti-r 
Iniiirs al higher wages mean iaereasi'd 
cost, iUid iiu-iva.sed cost means i-ediieed 
consumption, and reduced consiuniition 
means a re<luceil demand for labor, 
which in its turn means eomiiclition 
itnioiig workingiiien, and this necessarily 
leads to lower wages. The i-oluiniis of 
n iiewspaiM'r do not afford space for tiie 
examination of this (iiiestiou tlioroughly. 
but it may he well lo point out that the 
position advanced in the resolutions loses 
sight entirely of the fact that the vast 
majority of miuikiud are not in the class 
to which the resolutions aiiply. Unless 
We hegin with the f.nrnK'r and undertake 
lo regulate the pnxhiii ivciicss uf lii.s 
tields, and go on tJjroagli every liiniKiii 
avocation, adjusting everything to this, 
the basis of all industry, we will surely 
liml ourselves (.onfroiited with insoluble 
ln-oI)leiiis. for I lie Uiw uf supply "lul 
(leiiiaiKl is as ti.vcd ami iiiuiuuable as is 
Uie law of gravity. As well seek for 
periH'tual motion us lo try to ralsi' wages 
by shortening the hours of labor.

Mr. William BlanshartI Bolton, who 
has died at bis house at Silsoe, Bedford- 
shire, in 1864 (when only 10 years of 

age), discovered, in conjuuction with the 
late Mr. Sayce, of Liverpool, worked 
out and published the collodio-bromidc 
process of photography. In 1874 his 
process was perftcted, and became the 
universal method of working collodion 
dry-plates. In 1879 he became chief edi- 
tor of the British Journal of Photogra- 
phy, and for a great many years was a 
recognized authority on photographic 
chemistry.

THE BLIGHT UPON ATLIN. 

Hir: We are approaching rapidly a 
state of eongesiion iu the uorthoru gold 
fields of British C^duuibia. Those gold 
lields an,' now comparatively more uc- 
cessible than v.-ere those of Cariboo in 
the olden days, and for this reason a 
large nnuiber of men of all sorts and 
conditions are to be foiiiid there, distrib- 
ute<l throughout the district. A large 
proportion of these men are not miners 
when they come there, neither are they 
prosiKMMors of a kind suQlcieutly experi- 
enced to make a living upon their arrival 
at the gold fields. The natural and 
neces.sury course for a man of the class 
referred to is to seek employment with 
others until he becomes able intelllgc&tly 
to shift for himself. In order that em- 
ployment may bo had upon it scale sulll- 
clent to meet • he necos.sities of the situa- 
tion, it is necessarj' that capital should 
find its way into the district. The econo- 
mical laws Uiat regulate the operation 
of mining on a large acale, whether for 
alluvial or any other kind, do not difiier 
greatly from those which govern indus- 
tries of other kinds. In order tliat 
every kind aud coudiLiun of labor may 
have a chance, it is of prime iinportiince 
that the laws of the country should not 
be friinied against either capital or 
labor, because it is the conjunction of 
both eleiiu-iils that pnahices prosperity. 
Wherever and whenever these general 
ciininion-seiise principles are viulaled. 
serious results are sure to follow. The 
wonld-be miner who sits in his tent and 
anatlieiiiatizes the iiowcrs that be, cnii- 
not analyze the uiitiu-e of the torivs liy 
»vhieh he is crippled and coulrolk'd. He 
knows that nature has afforded prolit- 
iible work for all who come, even if all 
i-annot be claim-owners; he knows that 
there is something radically wrong, but 
he has not the faculty of detecting the 
source of the evil. One man compares 
notes M'ith another, and Imtli have a 
consensus nf opinimi that for soiue reii- 
siui wliiidi ouirlil to be renu'died neither 
can wnrk. The day after one of tlios,, 
men talks witli others who arc in the 
same ciiiiilit inn. and so the evil spreads. 

\\'hat is the cause nf all this tnuilde'.' 
The need of legislation to proviilo f,ir 111,' 
riiiuiiisliuices round to lie |)r('juilicial. 
It is of no use now to deny Ih:it a very 
serious situation is arising in the not far 
distant fuluie: it is matter of coiniiioii 
coinmeilt. li.v letter, (lie press anil per- 
soii:il intercourse aiiioiigst iiieii of ex- 
perience, who do not iiiidersl and the 
ii.itni'e of the circumstances, every day. 
Tiike' now the comlitions above de- 
scribed, and add to them the furflier 
complication that there are many claim- 
ants for one claim, and none of them 
can work it; that men are obliged to 
camp and eat out their capital in n 
country whore provisions are costly; that 
the green hand is willing to work for his 
acijuaintanco. the experienced miner: 
linds that the hitter cannot work, and 
does not know jiosilividy whether he or 
siiMie oiii' else may not own the same 
claim, and you have t!ic sitUiltiou of 
complexity, for which it would be difU- 
ciilt. if not impossible, ii> find a parallel 
iu any civiliziil country. 

Could the sanio state of things prevail 
in the neighboring republic for many 
days togi'lher'y It is iniprobabit'; sonie- 
lliiiig serious would occur; desiH-rtite 
diseases require reiiiedies of a similar 
kind; and again, the more patient llie 
sufferer the greater the retributioii when 
the reaction conies. X. Y.

The -vrldesptead difftision of the mo 
bodies of tUo Boundory country liave 
been demonstrated without design by the 
construction o£ the Columbia i.^ Western 
railway (C. P. R.) In many instances 
rarittus railway outBts enpiiKed in rock 
cuts or tunnelllDg have opentHl np larRo 
quantities of ore. The most notable in- 
stance was the opooinf: of a six-inch 
rein on the lino four mile.s from Grand 
Forks, on the nortli fork of Kettle river. 
At n depth of .'iO feet the lodRo has in- 
creased to a width of ten feet. It con- 
tains 21 per cent. in. copper, so-me silver 
and a trace of Kold. A tnniiol will bo 
run to tap the lead at a ih-|)th of lil'il 
feet. The claim has bci'ii located by 
Colin Camphell, of this city. 

MINES OL'OSING. 

Grand Forks. June 16.— The enforce- 
ment of the eight-hour mining law ha.s 
practically resulted in the closing down 
of all the mines in the Boundary coun- 
try. The minors employed in the Stcia- 
winder and Brooklyn in Greenwood camp 
owned by Dan Miinn, the ^baltreal rnil 
way contractor and otiici- eastern cajiital- 
istB, the Mother Lode and Morrison, Imvo 
walked out rather than accejit %:\ per day 
for eight hour.s' work. They feel con 
Qdent the mine owners will soon yi.'ld 
owing to the iiuiiiifcsl ib'siri' to hasi.'U 
development this siiiniiicr.

Ten hour shifts in a rcu'ion where 
miuiiiK is carried on under siieh favor- 
able cnndil ioiis, (iffers no hardships. 
With eifiht hours as the standard it is 
Rafe to assume tliat five linurs covers the 
actual peiiod oE work of men engugod 
in drifts as after firing blasts sufflcicnt 
time must he allnwod to restore ventila- 
tion. The argument that an uinch work 
ciin be nconmpliKiied in eight hours a:< 
tmdcr the old system is fdllnclous. Tt 
hs safe to nssunio that a madiine drill

('lemons and his family, who will reach

.".Mr. Clemens has kindly given ine 
permission to lelem-ajih to the Times 
some parliciilars of a iiet scheme <if bis 
to which lie iias already devoted a great 
deal of ills lime, and whiidi will occupy 
a .irieater |>art id' the remainder of bis 
lite. la some respects it will be. un- 
paralleled ill the history of literalure. 
It IK a beipicst to posterity, in wliicli 
nolle of thosi- now living, ami compara- 
tively few of their grandchildren even 
will have aiiv |>arl or share. 'i'his is a 
work wliicli is only to he pnhlished inn 
years after bis death as a portrait gal- 
lery of conlempurMries Willi whom he 
has come into pi-rsoiial i-ontact. 'I'liesi- 
are drawn sohdy for his own pleasure in 
Ihe wuik, and wiili Uie single ohject of 
tilliii- the truth, the wlicde trulli ami 
nothing but the truth, without malice, 
and to serve no grudge, but ut llie same 
time. witliotJt respecl of perBOUs or 
vociul conventions, infltilittioiis, or 
pruderies of any kind, Tliese portraits 
of men anih women, pointtvl Avith all 
llieir warts, as well as with every at- 
tractive feature which has caught bis 
eye, will not be written in tJie style of 
Mark "Twain's books, which their author 
luiticipates will be forgotten hy tbe time 
his gallery is i)ul)lislied. Any humor 
they may contain will be entirely uri- 
souglit. It must he inherent in the sub- 
ject if it is to appear in the portrait. 

• In Mr. Clemens* opinion, a wurk of 
the kind lie projKises is mily iiossible 
iindia- the conditions he has laid down 
for biiiiseif. To use his own words: 

" ' .\ book tliat is not to be published 
for a century gives tbe writer a freedom 
which he c<iiild si'ciire in no otln-r way. 
In tlirae conditions yon can draw a man 
without iirejudice exactly as ymi knew 
liLiii. and yet have no fc'iir of luirtiiig his 
feelings or tliosc of his sons or grand- 
sons.

'I'lie snl|. ]iass- 
porl to a place in iny sriillery is that the 
man or wcmiaii shall have keenly e.vciteil 
my interest. In 11)0 years they will ail 
he interesting if well and faithfully de- 
seribeil. We have lost a great deal in 
Ihe past through a !a<d; of books written 
ill this way for a remote posterity. A 
man cannot tell the whole truth aliniit 
himself, <'veii if I'onvinced lhat what hi' 
wrote wmihl never be seen hy oIIkth. 1 
have personally satislieil myself of that, 
and have got others to lest it also. Yon 
cannot lay hare yi>iir i>rivate soul your- 
self. It is loo disgiisliag. h'or that 
l ea son I eonlinc myself to drawing the 
porlriiils of others."

'Whereas the wonderful advance of 
invention hn.s increased and is Increasing 

llie iiroduetivity of labor to that point 
where laborers are heiiii; rajiidiy dis- 
placed by machinery and larger uuiuber.s 
thus yearly fg^ceil to idleness and com- 
pclitiou foiv -I'piaccs to work, thereby 
bringing abolit-^a. condition that tends to 
the reductioii/'of wages: 

And whereas, if the wage system and 
the system of private ownership shall 
eonlinue along with the advance of iu- 
veiiliou it is pluin to be seen that the 
cnndil ion of wage-workers mu\it grow 
rapidly worse unless arbitrarily alleieil. 

Therefore, though we favor such po- 
litical iictioii as shall as soon as iiossible 
aholisli said systems and substitute 
therefor a system based on the rights and 
<liilies of men. 

Itesolved, that while slruggiing for the 
<-o-opcralivc eoiiinioiiwealth and tbe ea- 
tahlishmciil of jiisliee and equality 
among men wi> favor, for temporary 
ndief. the reduction of liuurs of labor 
as onr best defensive weapon. 

Anil wherciis the li. C. parliament, at 
its last session eiiaeleil a law creating 
ail ciglit-liour working day for under- 
ground miners, which law. it is asserted 
by Ihe Silver Ijaid Owners .\ssociation 
of li.", and others, was iiiisoiighl and 
an lesireii h.v as:

nioiicy, lhat we were not geltiii.i; ten 
hours' pay for ten hmirs' work: and we 
deny thai we are asliiiig "ten hours' " 
pay for idght boars' work. 

And wlnui'iis il is wise for as to \ig- 
oroiislv use every resource at onr coni- 
iiiaiid ill order to' speedily elVeet the ends 
we are seeking. 

Kesolved. that those who oppose us are 
our enemies and that those who aid us 
are onr friends, and lhat we will treat 
them a<'cordingly. 

Itesolved, that we will not love onr 
enemies, that we will not "turn the other 
i heek;" that We believe that retaliation is 
right. 

And therefore be it resolved that we 
deiiuunee ns unworthy of our patronage 
snch papers ap the Spokesman-Keview of 
Spokanei the Miner of Nelson, the Min- 
ing Uecofd of Vancouver, and all others 
that, like them, delight ia special sophis- 
tical and parasitical pleading for those 
who despoil us and support them from a 
small portion of the spoils.

The (iliestion ot owiiorsliip is still 
het'ore the courts; and, for Mr. Martin, 
now, to "rat" on his colleagues (as he is 
represented by the Province to have 
done), to try to curry favor witli a certain 
element in Viincouver, and lo knife .Mr. 
Cotton with that element, is one of the 
most contemptible things —" I here have 
been others"— that has ever been perpe- 
trated ill the politics of liritish Colum- 
bia. 

.Mr. Martin has a perfect riglil lo diller 
with his colle:ii,'iies. and lo urge his own 
views upon his colleagues in the execu- 
tive, witli all the forci> at his comiuaiid; 
liut ' having failed In bring the goverii- 
nieiit ro 1 to his way of thinking, hav- 
ing acied with and for the goveriiiiieiil , 
ai-ciirdiiu.' to the views of thi' innjority, 
he has no ri^iht to act in the scanilalotis 
iiianncr in which he is representeil to 
have acted— he is an experienced enough 
politician to know that, llo had the right 
til resign, and common deceney would 
have dicliiled that he shoiUd have avail- 
ed himself of 'that right, when he found 
himself unable longer to maintain even nn 
iippiieiirance of harmony with his col- 
leagues. If he has acted as lie is rep- 
resented to have done, the IMme Jliiiis- 
ter should relievo him of the necessity or 
resigning. 

British Cohlinljiu wants no "nesi nC 
Irailors" business, hatched in any one 
constitiU'uey in the interest of the prov- 
ince. It wants a strong, clean, liar- 
moiiious, popular goveriimeiil. It de- 
clared for that, al the last ^-eiieral elec- 
tion, at the polls, and will have il. if it 
has to overturn and sift into ilie rllblli^ll 
lieai), alou^' with the didiris id' "Turner- 
ism," any undesirable iiialcrial llial may 
turn up. The jiarty of true reform in 
the prnvini-e are strong enoii;.'li to lie iii- 
(iopeiident of any desi;;iiiiiu' iiidiviiluals, 
ill or nut of Ihe presciii party in power, 
and will insist on their goveriinieiit be- 
in.L: purged and st reiigtheiieil as often as 
may he necessary — ami Hie sooner all 
IKirties coni'eriied take notice and gov- 
ern themselves accordingly, the better.
